Rejecting demands by radicals 
for 1. nationwide presidential 
elections, the Congress of People’s 
Deputies voted Wednesday to elect 
to a five-year term the first presi- 
dent with extended powers and 
turn the elections over to the public 
in 1995. 

The Congress was to vote on Mr. 
Gorbachev's nomination at the 
close of Wednesday's session. with 
the ballots counted overnight and 
the result announced Thursday. 

The only way Mr. Gorbachev 
could lose was if a majority of the 
deputies abstained or crossed out 
his name.
